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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The examiner regrets that upon review of the prosecution history entry of applicants' amendment would not 
simplify issues for appeal. While the limitation previously inserted into the claims prior to the FINAL Office action re the styrenic 
copolymer not being crosslinked with the thermoplastic vulcanizate did not appear to result in withdrawal of any rejection, the present 
claims are not identical to those previously present in the case. Therefore, while the claims as amended in applicants after FINAL 
amendment would be allowable over Yuka, relied upon in the FINAL Office action, they would not be allowable over the prior art 
previously relied upon prior to the FINAL Office action. Applicants' attention is directed to applicants' response to the first Office action 
where applicants argued that the limitations that they are now attempting to delete rendered the claims allowable over the prior art. While 
deletion of applicants' limitation would have removed the rejection under 35 USC 1 12, unfortunately the rejections in the first Office 
action would have to be reinstated if applicants' amendment were entered. 
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
